The  Cuin.lut- 
tee,  however,  cannot  perceive,  either  in  the 
increased  compensation  provided  bv  the  lute 
act,  or  in  the  mode  of  making  that  compensa- 
tion, canse  of  excitement  or  alarm,  adequate 
to  the  effects  winch  are  understood  to  have 
been  produced  1 lie  addition  winch  tins  law 
has  made  to  the  public  expenditure  is  not 
considerable  ; anil  it  it  had  been  created  by 
other  measures  of  government,  would  not, 
probably,  ot  itself,  have  been  thought  worthy 
ot  great  attention  And  the  change  in  the 
mode  of  compensation,  even  if  it  be  not  attend- 
ed w ilh  real  and  manifest  advantages,  does 
not  still  appear  to  be  wrong,  so  clearly,  and 
in  such  a dangerous  measure,  as  to  furnish 
grounds  for  any  high  degree  of  public  inqui 
etude.  The  committee,  therefore,  cannot  hut 
he  of  opinion  that  the  law  in  question  lias  not 
been  considered,  without  some  mixture  of 
misapprehension  ol  its  Principles  and  objects, 
and  that  a more  accurate  knowledge  m ils 
provisions,  and  more  imliiie  reflection  on  its 
design  and  tendency,  itkhey  should  not  end 
in  a conviction  ot  its  iislfiiliiess,  would  ye!  re- 
sult in  a different  and  lar  more  moderate  eali- 
mate  of  its  probable  evils.  It  would  not  be- 
come the  committee  to  tlaim  any  infallibility 
lor  the  body  of  which  (hey  are  members,  nor 
to  take  it  for  granted,  mat  every  law  which  it 
may  paas,  must,  necessarily,  be  a wise  and 
wholesome  act  of  legislation.  HuuTan  errors 
and  imperfections  find  their  way  into  all  bo. 
dies.  And  there  is,  doubtless,  existing  in  the 
judgment  of  the  community,  a power  under 
whose  revision  this  and  other  acts  of  govern- 
ment must  and  ought  to  pass.  If  however, 
oil  a review  of  tins  suiiject,  the  House  should 
still  he  of  opinion,  that  the  iaw  in  question, 
nr  some  equivalent  prevision,  lias  become  es 
sentially  necessary  for  the  usfelul  exercise  ui 
the  powers  ol  government,  and  ior  the  satetv, 
securny,  and  honor  of  Uut  people  themselves, 
its  members  may  stili  hope,  that  m not  lias 
lily  departing  fiomit,  they  will  be  justifieu 
by  the  enlightened  sense  and  generous  senti- 
ments of  the  nation.  The  abandonment  of  a 
measort,  which,  according  ty  tneir  most  con 
scientiotls  conv.etion,  is  intimately  couuec  ed 

obtaining  favour  with  the  American  people 

If,  in  passing  the  law  in  question,  the  House 
of  RepresetitaliVi  s d.scharg  d any  portion  of 
its  du  y,  it  acted  upon  general  and  public 
principles,  Willi  an  entire  disregard  to  tlie 
convenience  of  Its  own  members  any  further 
than  tneir  convenience  was  suppo.id  to  be  con- 
nected with  the  public  service.  It  treated 
the  question,  not  as  one  be  ween  them  and  tlie 
public,  but  as  exclusively  of  public  and  na 
tional  concern.  It  regarded  it  as  a subject 
of  general  policy,  by  w hich  the  nation,  a .d 
the  nation  only,  was  to  be  affected  ; as  much  j 
so  as  any  other  act  ut  legislation  whatever. 
Any  imputation,  so  gross  as  to  impeach  its 
conduct  in  this  essential  particular,  a feeling  | 
of  self  reaped  must  compel  the  House  to  pass 
ver  in  sileuce,  and  ns  members  must  rely  on 
their  known  character,  as  r.iembe  -s  of  the  go- 
vernment, and  as  citizens  oi  the  community  tu 
disprove  it.  The  House  would  not  presume 
to  judge  whether  its  services,  in  tlie  vari  .us 
and  important  matters  upon  which  it  has  act- 
ed, have  deserved  any  consideration  or  respect 
irom  the  public  ; but  for  tin  se  services,  such 
as  they  are,  it  has  not  sought,  nor  Would  ac- 
cept, any  reward  which  could  be  mea-ti red  out 
to  it  in  a mere  pecuniary  compensation.  And 
while  the  mc-mbere  of  the  House  Would  cer- 
talply  noi  think  oi  claiming  any  merit  for  pass 
ing  the  law  in  question,  any  moie  than  fui  the 
discharge  of  what  they  thought  their  duly  in 
any  other  case,  the  committee  donut  see  that 
hey  have  any  cause  for  taking  humiliation 
upon  themselves  on  account  of  having  passed 
an  act  wh  ch  they  believed  would  be  essential- 
ly uselul  tu  the  country,  but  which  they  must 
have  foreseen  would  &e  exposed  itseil,  and 
might  expose  its  authors  to  misapprehension 
and  misrepresentation  of  all  sorts.  Holding 
offices  in  the  immediate  gift  of  the  people,  of 
short  duration,  and  at  a time  when  the  people 
were  soon  to  exercise,  in  most  districts,  their 
accustomed  privilege  of  a new  election,  ll 
these  offices  hud  been  objects  of  their  regard, 
and  if  they  had  permitted  personal  considera- 
tions to  influence  their  conduct,  it  is  obvious 
that  all  sucb  considerations  pointed  to  a course 
different  from  that  which  they  pursued.  They 
must  have  known,  that  no  measure  could  be 
more  easily  misconstrued  and  perverted  to  the 
purposes  otobl  quy  and  reproach.  The  com- 
mittee cannot  yet  believe  that  a faithful  dis- 
charge of  duty,  in  the  face  of  these  probable 
consequences,  is  to  be  reckoned  among  dan- 
gerous political  errors. 

At  the  commencement  of  this  government, 
it  was  of  course  among  its  first  measures  to  fix, 
by  law,  agreeably  to  the  requisition  of  the 
| constitution,  the  pay  of  members  of  congress. 
In  the  old  congress  under  the  confederation, 

] the  members  were  paid,  not  out  of  the  national 
treasury,  but,  by  the  states  which  they  repre- 
sented. The  rates  of  compensation  were  differ- 
ent in  different  states  ; some  states  paid  to  its 
delega  es  eight  dollars  aday  i otlie.  s six ; others 
less  ; and  one  slate  at  least  paid  them  by  an 
annual  provision  of  six  hundred  pound*  ster- 
\ ling.  It  was  natural  to  recur  to  these  prece- 
dents, when  the  subject  was  taken  up  by  ihc 
first  congress,  under  this  constitution.  Taking 
I as  a just  and  obvious  standaid,  by  which  to 
i regula'e  the  am  uni  of  compensation,  the  tve- 
! rage  of  the  rates  which  had  been  paid  by  1 h • 

| different  states,  to  t heir  delegate*  in  the  old 
Congress,  it  was  found  that  such  average  a 
mounted  to  somewhat  more  than  six  dollars  a 
iday  'The  compensation  was  accordingly  fixed 
I at  g6  a day,  by  the  law  of  lr99. 


As  it  was  foreseen,  that  the  depreciation  of 
money,  or  the  increased  expense  of  living, 
■n.glit  render  this  provision  inadequate,  the 
law  was  lorfited  in  its  duration,  in  ,.rder  that 
it  might  he  considered  a id  altered,  if  necessa 
ry»  at  a future  period.  The  subject  was  again 
brought  before  Congress,  in  IT96,  by  tlic-expi- 
ration  of  the  former  law.  On  this  occasion  as 
tlie  commit  tee  have  learned  aivl  indeed  as  some 
of  them  remember,  there  was  much  diversity 
ol  opinion  in  the  H iu»e  of  Representatives  • 
some  members  wished,  then,  to  change  the 
mode  from  a tla'ly  sum  td  annual  allowance  ; 
o'hers  preferred  to  retain  the  existing  mode, 
hut  to  increase  the  sum  ; and  a committee  of 
the  House  reported  in  favor  ol  increasing  a dai- 
ly pay  to  eight  dollars,  assigning  for  reason,  a 
proportionate  increase  in  the  price  of  all  com. 
niodities,  and  the  expense  of  living,  since  the 
passage  of  tlie  first  act.  Those  who  opposed 
this  augmentation,  admitted  it  would  be  rea- 
suitable,  if  tlie  price  of  commodities  and  tlie 
expense  of  living  should  keep  up  j but  they 
hoped  that  the  rise  would  be  temporary,  and' 
that  money  would  soon  resume,  in  relation  to 
the  expense  of  living,  its  former  value.  The 
proposition  to  increase  the  pay  was  lost  by  one 
or  two  votes  only,  and  a law  passed  establish- 
ing the  former  rate. 

'flic  state  of  things  existing  in  the  govern- 
ment and  in  the  country,  from  1796  to  tlie 
close  of  the  late  war,  turnisli  obvious  reasons 
to  account  for  the  circumstance,  that  during 
that  period,  no  attempt  was  made  to  raise  the 
pay  of  members  of  Congress.  In  the  mean  time 
ihe  scat  of  government  had  been  transferred  to 
the  C’ty  of  Washington,  and  the  expense  of  li- 
ving, instead  of  returning  to  its  former  rate,  as 
was  expected  by  some,  has  gone  on  increas  ng 
progresaively,  until  money,  in  relation  to  the 
means  of  life,  does  not  retain  more  than  halfin! 
former  value  In  other  words,  if  a <Ja-  was 
no  more  than  a reasonab'eprovisiqnin  tli-  cit-e* 
of  Philadelphia  and  New-York,a»i';iit  and  twen 
ty  years  ago,  gl2  would  uf t bo  more  than  a 
reasonable  and  eq  isl  prevision  in  tlie  City  of 
Wasliingion,  at  the  present  time.  Forty  years 
ago,  as  has  been  stated  above,  some  of  tlie
